Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Rous described the fuel cell system of the application vs the 
system in the prior art of record (Azuma and Lorenz). Lorenz discloses a fuel cell system which does not include a 
battery (with exception of a starter battery). Azuma discloses a fuel cell system which controls a fuel cell according to 
residual charge left in the battery. Conventional prior art fuel cell systems operate dependent on a load. Independent 
claims 3 and 16 of the application recite the fuel cell system as controlling a fuel cell according to measured gas flow 
rate-relating quantity.
